OUTSTAI^roiNG  ENTOMOLCUICAL  FEATURES  IN  THE  UNITED  .-STATES  FOR  MAY,  1928 

The  season  in  the  eastern  Uni ted  States,  as  indicated  by  insect 
appearance  and  prevalence,  xs  still  from  two  to  three  weeks  late,  A 
most  interesting  development  in  this  connection,  however,  has  come  to 
our  attention.  It  appears  that  in  Nova  Scotia  insect  development  is 
nearly  three  weeks  earlier  than  it  wasllast  year,  and  the  Nova  Scotia 
Fruit  Growers  Association  is  recommending  iate  treatment  for  the  red 
mites  and  bud  moth  accordingly, 

white  grubs  in  general  seem  to  be  less  prevalent  than  last  year, 

A rather  large  brood  of  beetles  was  emerging  early  in  the  month  in  the 
Middle  Atlantic,  East  Central,  and  eastern  part  of.  the  West  Central 
States, 

Reports  of  unusual  wireworm  injury  have  been  received  from  the  New 
England,  East  Central,  and  West  Central  States,

Cutvtorms  appear  to  be  less  prevalent  than  at  this  time  last  year 
over  the  New  England,  South  Atlantic,  and  North  CBntral  States, 

The  Hessian-fly  situation,  on  the  vhole,  seems  to  be  favorable. 
Reports  from  Indiana,  Kansas,  and  Nebraska  indicate  moderate  and  spotted 
infestations, 

A survey  carried  on  in  Illinois  indicates  that  but  little  damage 
is  to  be  anticipated  from  the  chinch  bug  this  year. 

Green-bug  infestations  seem  tO  be  quite  general  throughout  central 
Kansas,  but  the  infestations  are  not  serious  and  but  little  damage  has 
been  experienced* 

A rather  unisisual  outbreak  of  leafhoppers  has  developed  in  the  wheat 
fields  of  southern  and  western  Nebraska* 

Billbugs  are  attracting  considerable  attention  on  corn  in  parts  of 
North  Carolina,  Ohio,  Indiana,  and  Missouri* 

Early  in  the  month  damage  to  alfalfa  by  the  pea  aphid  was  reported 
from  Indiana,  Kansas,  and  Utah, 

The  lesser  clover  leaf  weevil  is  again  appearing  in  threatening 
numbers  in  the  clover-seed  producing  section  of  Illinois,

WRITS  G-RURS  (Phyllonhaga  spp  • ) 

• A*  ' I,.  Bourne  (M-iy  31 ):  The  first  specimens  of  May  beetles 
were- observed  on  M^y  12,  However,  as  yet  they,:are  not  present 
in  any  abundance.  . . ; 

N*  Worthley  (May  ll):  Adult  beetles  turned  up  in  plowing 
during  the  last  week  in  April  at  State  College,  Appearing  in 
small  number  by  May  1.  Abundant  about  light  by  May  10* 

J*  Davis  (May  5);  White  grubs  have  been  reported  abundant 
in  soil  at  New  Carlisle,  LaGrange,  VvVs^iugton,  and  Lagro* 

S,  Jaques  (M^y  8):  I have  just  returned  from  a trip 
through  some  ten  or  twelve  counties  in  southeastern  Iowa  and 
found  evidence  of  damage  from  the  white  grubs  very  apparent, 
particularly  to  blue  grass  throughout  much  of  the  region*  The 
cold  ?;eather  has  deferred  the  flight  of  May  beetles  this  year. 
They  were  first  out  on  the  night  of  May  1*  The  following  night 
there  was  a rather  heavy  flight  but  only  scattered  individuals 
have  been^seen  since*  (May  29):  White  grubs  of  Brood  A are 
found  to  be  still  active  in  some  of  the  corn  fields  and  reducing 
the  stand. 

L*  Kaseman  (.May  24):  June  beetles  have  been  unusually  abundant 
during  the  month;  on  the  other  hand,  larvae  seem  less  abundant 
than  a year  ago  and  practically  no  farmers  have  complained  of 
them* 

WIRSY^ORIvIS  (Elateridae)  ' 

Weekly  Nev/s  Letter,  N,  Y*  State  College  of  Agriculture,  May 
28,1928.  Wayne  County  (E*  E*  Erane):  Wireworms  are  numerous, 
as  many  as  35  having  been  fo'und  around  a single  cabbage  plant. 

A,.  E*  Stene  (May  23);  Wireworms  have  been  destructive  to 
sweet  corn  in  some  sections  of  the  State,  as  many  as  10  to  20 
grubs  to  a hill  being  quite  common*  One  grower  reports  that 
birds  are  digging  up  hills  and-  eating  worms  but  leaving  the 
sprouted  corn, 

J*  J*  Davis  (May  26);  Wireworms  were  reported  destructive 
to  corn  near  Liberty,  May  21* 

L,  Haseman  (May  '24);  Next  to  corn  billbugs  and  flea  beetles, 
the  wireworms  have  been  the  most  troublesome  pest  attacking 
the  young  com. 
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^4  McColloch  (April' 18):  V/i  reworms  are  reported  injuring 
corn  on  very  rich  bottom  ground  at  Wheaton. 

CUTiYORMS  (Noctuidae) 

At  It  Bourne  (May  21 ):  The  black  army  cutworms  Agrotis 
f ennica  Tausch,  and  A.  unicolor  Walk^ , v/hic]h  v/ere  especially 
injurious  to  early  vegetables  at  this  time  last  year, are  very 
scarce  in  this  vicinity  this  spring  (Amherst)* 

M»  Pt  Zappe  (May  22):  Cutworms  are  causing  considerable 
injury  to  opening  grape  buds.  In  many  cases  fruit-bearing  shoots 
have  been  entirely  eaten  away,  at  South  Glastonbury. 

W*  E*  Britton  (May  24):  Cutworm  injury  reported  to  me  by  Mr. 

A*  E*  Wilkinson,  Vegetable  Extension  Specialist.  Several  growers 
are  using  bait'  of  poisoned-bran  mash.  Reported  from  Canterbury, 
iJorv.-ich,  Brooklyn,  Killingly,  Hampton,  and  V/oodstock, 

R.  W,  Lei by  (May  4):  Correspondence  indicates  that  garden 
cutworms  are  more  destructive  than  usual. 

J.  J*  Davis  (May  26):  The  glassy  cutworm  .Hadena  devastatrix  , 
was  reported  damaging  Delphiniums  at  Tipton  May  21. 

R*  H.  Pettit  (May  19):  Some  kind  of  a cutworm  has  recently 
appeared  at  Hart  and  at  East  Lansing,  It  works  on  asparagus 
from  the  level  of  the  ground  down  for  about  4 inches  and  above 
ground  for  2 or  3 inches,  gnawing  deep  pits  and  ruining  the 
sprouts.  It  is  serious  enough  to  have  practically  destroyed  2 
acres  of  asparagus  in  one  field,  A goodly  quantity  of  these 
larvae  are  now  in  a cage  awaiting  development  into  the  adult 
condition. 

L*  Haseman  (ivlay  24)  r Eewer  complaints  than  usual  have  been 
received  from  farms  regarding  cutworms.  This  season  has  apparent- 
ly not  been  favorable  for  cutworm  injury, 

R.  W»  Earned  (May  29):  Cutworms  tentatively  determined  by 
Mr.  J.  M.  Langston  as  Lyconhotia  margaritosa  were  collected 
on  cabbage  plants  at  Lexington  May  11,  and  on  sweet  potato 
plants  at  Oxford  May  21,  Very  little  damage  has  been  caused, 
Eeltia  malefida  were  also  collected  in  corn  and  soybean  fields 
at  Yazoo  City  April  26.  Little  or  no  damage  was  noted  at  this 
time , 

J*  C,  Elmore  (Miay  25);  Cutworm  damage  has  been  noticeable 
this  year  but  very  much  less  than  last  year  at  Garden  Grove, 
Orange  County,  Land  that  was  flooded  last  year  was  very  heavily 
infested  with  cut^'-Torms.  This  year  the  same  land  was  lightly 
infested. 
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CEREAL  AND  FaRAGE-CPLl.OP  INSECTS 
WHEAT  WIREVi/DM  (Agriotes  mancus  Say) 

J%  H#  Hawkins  (May  7):  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  our 
usually  most  destructive  species,  Agriotes  mancus  Say*  was  not 
nearly  so  abundant  during  1927  as  during  1928,  while-  an  upland 
type-iMelanotus  sp.,  was  more  abundant  than  usual » 

In  one  locality  A,  mancus  was  very  abundant  during  a warm 
spell  in  April  and  was  present  until  corn  was  planted  in  June, 
After  a wet  cold  spell  during  June  the  numbers  were  greatly 
diminished  and  they  did  not  a;ppear  in  quantities  great  enough 
to  do  much  damage  during  the  season*  V\fe  have  heeh  at  some  loss 
to  account  for  this  disappearance  lanless  some  sort  of  a fungus 
disease  may  have  killed  the  larvae.  Material  kept  in  flower- 
pots- was  not  affected  either  by  an.imal  or  fungus  parasites 
and  no  evidence  of  either  was  found  in  the  fields* 

’ A ELEA  BEETLE  (Chrysomelldae) 

J*  J,  Davis  (May  26):  A small  black  undetermined  species  of 
flea  beetle  was  reported  damaging  corn  at  Connersville,  Fayette 
County, May  24, 

L,  Haseman  (May  24);  A small  black  flea  beetle,  not  yet 
identified,  has  been  attracting  attention  throughout  the  northern 
half  of  the  State,  where  it  is  working  great  destruction  on 
the  young  com, 

CONVERCENT  LADYBSSTLE  (Hipnodamia  convergens  Guer, ) 

Don  C*  Mote  (May  11 ):  Ladybird  beetles,  Hippodomia  convergens 
Guer,,  are  reported  by  Mr,  Thompson,  Mr*  Wilcox,  and  others 
as  being  unusually  abundant  and  widely  disseminated* 

FALL  AEMr^/ORM  (Lauhygma  frugiperda  & A^ ) 

T«  E*  Halloway  and  W*  E*  Haley  (May  17):  Large  larvae  of 
Laphygma  frugiperda  were  found  injuring  young  corn  in  St* 

Charles  Parish* 


WHEAT 

HESSIAN  FLY  (Phytophaga  destructor  Say) 

J*  J*  Davis  (May  26):  Received  report  with  specimens  of  wheat 
heavily  infested  with  spring  brood  of  fly,  larvae  and  flaxseed 
being  present  and  as  many  as  16  being  found  to  a single  stalk. 
Ten  acres  sowed  the  last  week  in  September  badly  infested.  Re- 
maining 25  acres  sowed  later  (after  October  l)  was  reported 
apparently  uninjured. 


W*  P*  Flint  (May  17):  Eggs  of  the  Hessian  fly  were  found 
in  considerable  numbers  in  wheat  fields  during  the  week  of  April 
22,  in  central  Illinois.  Flies  were  observed  ovipositing  at 
several  points  in  the  Stats  during  this  week. 

•Vinter  wheat  has  been  killed  out  to  such  an  extent  that  in 
many  localities  there  will  not  be  a field  of  winter  wheat  for 
several  miles*  This  possibility  will  have  some  effect  in  reducing 
numbers  of  the  fly  next  fall* 

J.  W,  McColloch  (May  22):  Dr,  E.  G-*  Kelly  tells  me  that  in 
h±s  work  over  the  State  he  finds  that  there  is  quite  a bit  of 
linfsstation  by  the  Hessian  fly,  but  that  the  infestation  is  spot- 
ted, due  probably  to  the  snows  and  sudden  drops  in  temperature 
in  April. 

M*  K«  Swenk  (April ,15-Mgy  15);  Reports  from  Saunders  County 
received  early  in  May  indicate  that  there  is  a general,  but  not 
heavy,  infestation  with  the  Hessian  fly  in  that  county  this  spring, 

CHINCH  BUC  (Blissus  leucopterus  Say) 

J n Hfc  Bigger  (May  11 );  Surveys  in  several  counties  indicate 
generally  slight  damage  to  be  expected  in  the  central  part  of 
the  State,  Occasional  fields  show  enough  bugs  to  cause  local 
damage.  Adults  are  flying, 

GREEN  BUG  (Toxoptera  g:raminum  Rond,) 

W*  McColloch  (May  22)  i There  seems  to  be  a general  infesta- 
tion of  the  green  bug  throughout  central  Kansas,  but  there  has 
been  very  little  actual  injury,  A few  fields  in  the  neighbor- 
hood of  Lindsburg  are  reported  to  have  suffered  some  loss, 

LSAFHOFPSES  (Del toceuhalus  balli  Van  D,  and 
'Ae:allia  sanguinolenta  Prov. ) 

hU  H,  S”unk  (April  15-May  15);  Prom  southwestern  Nebraska 
reports  have  been  received  during  late  April  and  early  May 
of  ah  aburdance  of  leafhoppers  in  the  ’.vinter  wheat  fields. 

The  attack  of  these  insects,  supplemented  by  the  effects  of  the 
prevailing  dry  weather,  has  resulted  in  considerable  damage  in 
some  fields,  even  to  some  loss  of  the  plants.  In  Keith  County 
the  prevailing  species  was  found  to  be  Beltocephalus  balli  » 

In  Hitchcock  County  the  prevailing  species  was  Agallia 
sanguinolenta, 

CORIT 

EUROPEAIT  CORN  BORER  (Pyrausta  nubilalis  Hbn. ) 

Corn  Borer  Control  Extension  Service  (May  12);  They  have  the 
corn  borer  way  out  where  Guam  is  and  have  recently  imported 
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1,700  parasites  reared  as  far  as  the  spin-up  stage  in  the 
laboratory  at  Monroe,  Mich,  These  parasites  (Exeristes 
roborator  Fab*)  withstood  the  long  journey  in  cold  storage, 
arrived  in  good  condition,  and  on  emergence  re  liberated 
in  the  infested  fields  of  the  island,  reports  Dr,  Philip 
Luginbill,  in  charge  of  the  Monroe  Laboratory. 

CORN  EAR  RORM  (Haliothis  obsolete  Fab,) 

K,  L.  Cocksrham  (May  26);.  This  insect  was  found  damaging 
corn  about  the  10th  of  May  and  on  May  23rd  was  found  injuring 
tomatoes.  Earlier  in  the  season  this  species  did  some  damage 
to  gladiolus  blossoms  at  Biloxi, 

P.  K,  Harrison  (May  17):  W-amerous  complaints  have  been 
received  but  damage  has  been  slight  except  in  1 five-acre 
field  and  1 1-acre  field  of  beans  at  Picayune,  In  these  two 
fields  the  damage  V7as  rather  heavy. 

W,  E,  Hinds  (May  28):  The  occurrence  of  Heliothis  obsoleta 
in  much  moi’e  rare  in  fields  of  corn  this  season  than  in 
1927.  There  has  been  practically  no  complaint  of  this  insect 
attacking  tomato  fruit  as  usually  occurs  at  this  season. 

.n  ARiViYV/ORM  (Cirphis  unipuncta  HaW. ) 

J.  J,  Davis  (May  26):  L,  F,  Steiner  reported  the  collection 
of  50  or  60  armyi7orm  mbths  in  his  codling-moth  baif-pans 
at  Bedford  May  22,  ^ , 

SOD  VrEBi/OPd'IS  (Crambus  spp.) 

J*  J.  Davis  (May  26):  Vfebworms  have  been  very  destructive 
to  corn  from  reports  and  specimens  received  between  May  17 
and  present  date  from  Union,  Fayette,  Boone,  Henry,  and 
Carroll  Counties. 

E*  E.  Jaques  (May  29):  Sod  webworms  are  also  damaging  corn 
in  sod  ground  broken  last  year, 

SEED.  .CORN  MAGGOT  (Hylemyia  cilicrura  Rond.) 

J.  Vif,  McColloch  (April  28):  Seed  com  maggots  are  reported 
as  destroying  on  entire  field  of  corn  at  Burlington, 

SUGARCANE  BEETLE  (Buetheola  ru.?iceps  Lee . ) 

U'#  E.  Hinds  (May  28);  The  rough  headed  corn  stalk  beetle 
has  done  serious  injury  to  stands  of  corn  and  cane,  especially 
in  the  southern  part  of  the  State.  This  pest  seems  to  be  in- 
creasing its  range  and  destructiveness  from  year  to  year.  It 
damages  rice  also. 
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L*  Thomas  (May  10):  Adult  sugarcane  beetles  were  des- 
troyinfij  corn  on  well  drained  land  which  has  been  in  cultivation 
many  years  at  College  Station, 

A .VIKSWOmi  (Monocrenidius  lividus  DeC. ) 

J,  N,  Tenhet  (May  14):  A one-eighth  acre  field  of  corn  slightly 
damaged  at  Chadbourn, 

CORN  BILLBUCtS  (Sohenbohorus  spp,) 

J*  N*  Tehnet  (May  16):  One  10-acre  field  at  Chadbourn  damaged 
by  the  curlew  bug^  Sph e n o uh o r u s callosus  Oliv*,  over  50  per  cent 
necessitating  replanting.

In  tv.*o  cases  the  infestation  V7as  discovered  hefore  any  emer- 
gence of  ehrU-ts  had  occuri’ed,  so  the  destruction  of  the  in- 
fested plants,  iismediately  carried  out,  promises  eradication. 

In  the  other  three  cases,  hovever,  some  emergence  had  occurred 
and  'the  treatment  of  adjoining  hosts  was  necessary.  All  spray- 
ing in  connection  with  these  infestations  has  oeen  carried 
out  by  the  State  Department  of  Agriculture  under  the  super- 
vision cf  FcDsMackie.  Three  infestations  found  on  properties 
adjacent  to  the  original  nursery  infestation  have  been  care- 
fully treated,  all  infested  plants  being  destroyed  and  all  pre- 
ferred host  plants  thoroughly  sprayed. 

Careful  reinspections  at  regular  intervals  and  repeated  treat- 
ments, where  necessary,  will  be  continued  until  eradication 
■•has  been  secured.

S.  C.  Chandler  throurdi  ’'L  P.  Flint  (Afey  17):  Crioceris 
a SI"  a rani  was  found  on  asparargns  with  eggs  on  May  11  at  Cvrbon- 
dale.  The  asparagus  beetle  is  scarce  in  this  section  for  some 
reason,  althou^  there  is  large  acreage  in  asparagus.  This  i 
the  first  record  south  of  Alton. 

BEANS 

A'lEXICAN  BEAN  BEETLE  (Epilachna  corrupta  Afnls.  ) 

N,  F.  Howard  (May  38):  The  first  Mexican  bean  beetle  in  the 
field  in  Ohio  was  found  on  Afey  15  at  Gallipolis.  Only  one  spec 
imen  was  foiuid  in  several  acres.  On  May  24,  a single  beetle 
was  found  in  the  field  at  Caldwell,  Noble  County.  No  beetles 
have  been  found  xlthens  nor  has  there  been  any  activity  in  hi 
bernation  cages  containing  large  numbers  of  beetles  at  that 
place.  At  this  time  it  appears  that  the  survival  is  very  low. 

R.  U.  Lei  by  (May  3,2):  The  first  authentic  record  of  the  bean 
beetle  appearing  on  beans  this  season  was  sent  to  this  office 
by  assistant  j.  A.  Harris  on  liay  31,  ■■'hen  it  was  observed  in 
Moore  County.  Two  more  records  of  its  presence  "'^ere  received 
by  telephone  at  R^leiMi  ^n  Aay  23.  The  demand  for  literature 
on  the  control  of  this  pest  has  been  unusually  liean/y  during  the 


past  four  weeks,  probably  because  beans  have  been  planted  and 
last  year’s  losses  are  not  forgotten, 

C.  .H.  Brannon  (May  8):  The  first  adult  received  from  the 
field  was  sent  in  today  by  0.  0.  Dukes,  County  Agent,  Robeson 
County,  where  it  was  found  on  beans, 

B.  Lee  'Vorsham  (May  81 ) : The  Mexican  bean  beetle  is  unusually 
active  this  spring.  They  have  passed  the  winter  in  large  numb  •• 
bers  and  are  doing  much  damage  to  string  beans. 

L.  W.  Brannon  (May  15):  The  first  Mexican  bean  beetles  of 
the  1938  season  were  'found  feeding  in  the  field  April  12.  The 
season  is  about  two  weeks  later  than  average.  On  April  16  a 
heavy  frost  occurred  which  severely  damaged  most  patches  of 
beans  and  completely  killed  other  patches.  This  undoubtedly 
caused  a setback  in  the  emergence  of  beetles  from  hibernation. 
Only  1.8  per  cent  have  emerged  in  the  hibernation  cage  to  date. 
The  first  egg  masses  were  found  in  the  field  on  May  4,  and  the 
first  hatching  of  an  egg  mass  was  noted  on  May  14. ■ 

BEAM  LEAR  BEETLE  ( Cerotoma  trifurcata  Porst. ) 

'L.'  E.  Brannon  (May  15):  Adults  of  this  species  are  doing  more 
damage  to  beans  than  they  were  a month  ago, 

R.  E.  Harned  (May  29):  Many  complairtts  have  been  received  re- 
cently from  Holmes,  Pike,  LincolnY  and  Yazoo  Counties  in  re^rd 
to  the  bean  leaf  beetle.  In  m_ost  cases  garden  beans  had  been  .. 
injured  by  these  insects  but  on  April  26,  Inspector  Chesipfy 
Hines  reported  that  a field  of  soybeans  at  Yazoo  City  had  been 
riddled  by  this  pest. 


CUClL/iBERS 

STRIPED  CUCUMBER  BEETLE  (Piabrotica  vittata  Fab. ) 

N.  P.  Howard  (May  29):  'The  striped  cucixnber  beetle  was  very 
numerous  near  Chillicothe  May  22. 

L.  Haseman  (May  24): ■ As  usual  this  pest  has  begun  its  work  on 
the  young  cucumbers  and . melons , and  numerous  complaints  have  been 
received  during  the  month. 

K.  L.  Cockerham  (May  9):  Tiiese  insects  were  found  to  be  seri- 
ously damaging  squash  on  the  above  date.  I have  not  seen  these 
beetles  more  numerous  in  Mississippi  in  years.  Since  the  above 
date,  I have  found  them  damaging  squash,  cantaloupes,  cucumbers, 
and  various  other  crops. 

F.  K.  Harrison  (April  25):  T]^ese  beetles  were  foiund  in  large 
numbers  attacking  squash  in  one  field  at  Picayune. 
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H.  Y.  Harned  (May  29):  Specimens  of  the  striped  encumber  bee- 
tle were  received  from- Newton  -County  on' May '28,  where  they 
were  reported  a.s  causing  considerable  damage  to  watermelon. • 
■plants.  Larvae  belongin.g  to  the  gonus  Diabrotica,  and  possi- 
bly to  the^  species  .Diabrotica  vittata  were  received  from  Till- 
man I'ia.y  14 with,  the-  report  that'  watermelon  plants  had  been  in- 
jured, by  them'* 

SPOTTED  CUCUMBER- BEETLE  (Diabrotica  duodecimpunc tata  Eab. ) 

N.  P.  Howard  (May  28);'  The  12-spot'ted  cucumber  beetle  was 
found  in  the  field  on  May  15  in  southeastern  Ohio. 

L.  W,  B’annon  (May  15):  'Tliese  insects  are  not  damaging  beans 
at  Birmin-gliam  to  the  extent  that  they  were  a month  ago.

G.  F.  Knowlton  (May  3):  Black  flea  beetles  are  greatly  re-  u:' 
tarding  the  development  of  some  of  the  earliest  fields  of  beets 
in  the  vicinity  of  Bear  P.iver  City  and  at  Tremonton.  In  one 
instance  a field  of  5 acres  was  plowed  up-  and  replanted  because 
of  the  damage  from  this  pest.

On  Ife.y  17  he  sent  the 
species  Metriona  bivit tata  and  Coptocycla  signif era  from  Adams 
Co'onty.  He  reported  medium,  damage  to  sweet-potato  plants  by 
these  beetles.

£Loy;  the  Hawaiian  group.  Certainly  Fletcher  arid  Ghosh's  figures 
of  larvae,  pupae,  and  adults  of  oryzae , are  not  disting^ai sable 
from  the  insect  her-s.  Their  descriptions  leave  something 
to  be  desired,  but  the  figures  are  pretty  good.  Since  the 
pest  was  discovered  here  a specimen  of  Cremasbus  h?nneniae 
Vier.  has  been  reared  froim.  a cocoon  taken  in  a Chilo  tunnel 
in  rice.  This  ichneiamonid  is  a comrr.on  parasite  of  Omiodes  spp. 
and  m.any  other  Lepidopt ^^ra.  Fullaway  and  Hadden,  in  Japan, 
write  that  the  egg  rjarasite  (name  not  mentioned)  of  simplex 
is  very  effective  in  that  country.

In  addition  to  this,  when  iium.erous  as  it  is  now,  it  at- 
tacks many  other  trees  and  plants  and  becomes  pestiferous  to 
people.  It  has  been  more  n'jmerous  this  spring  in  Oklahoma  than 
ever  known  before.-  This  is  due  to  the  fact  that  cool  weather 
prevailed  last  f'^ll  which  was  too  cold  for  ladybugs  to  be  ac- 
tive, yet  not  too  cold  for  the  existence  of  this  pl^^nt  louse. 
Sexes  appe-^red  and, as  a result,  eg.gs  were  laid  by  the  thous'^.nds 
on  such  hosts  -as  the  black  j:^ck  oaks  in  the  forests.

D.  C.  Barman  (I'V\y  19-24):  On  a sumvey  trip  to  Laiedo,  Sio 
Granda  City,  ranches  in  northeastern  Starr  County,  Miscio, 
Brownsville  jFalfurrian ,,  Alice,  Beeville,  and  San  Antonio,  exam- 
inations of  live  stock  along  the  way  was  made  and  headquarters 
of  several  r-nc]ies  ^'^ere  visited  to  get  information  and  make  exam- 
inations. 

The  gnats  were  o ’cserved  from  Rio  Grand- City  to  Brownsville, 
more  at  Brownsville  than  any  pl-'-cd  examined.  They  were  fomid 
quite  gener-illy  in  windows  of  well-lifted  houses  and  in  one 
sandwich  show  on  the  east  side  of  town  there  were  several  hun- 
dred gnats  and  they  would  aiiiioy  customers  to  some  extent.  A 
kidney  bait  wns  ezoosed  in  sever'*' 1 fields  and  open  places  aboht 
town  -ind  a good  number  of  gnats  could  -aii7r,ys  be  raised.  l:r. 
Barber  reported  them  to  be  so  bad  at  times  in  one  field  th^t  it 
wa.s  impossible  to  work  there  during  the  summer.  Tpey  were  re- 
ported to  be  bad  at  times  over  the  entire  valley  and  consider- 
able complaint  wns  had  of  sore  eyes  from  gnats.  At  a garage  . 
in  the  north  edge  of  Sa-Q  Benito  there  'were 

swarms  of  .gnats  and  there  was  a suggestion  of  the  conditions 
found  during  April  in  Coachella  Valley,  California;  one  of  the 
men  stated  tb*'t  they  are  a.lways  bad  there  even  at  times  in  win- 
ter. A few  could  usually  be  r'-'ised  with  baits  about  Beeville 
and  they  were  reported  to  be  quite  bad  at  times.

'Tire  fle^-s  -era  found  nodte  general , apnroximatelj’  85  uer  cent 
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of  the  pieces  exeminsd  hed  flees  in  noticeable  n'ombers.  Prom 
Uvalde  to  Lnredo  and  Sro.'''nsviile  the  fleas  are  in  moderate  num- 
bers and  Some  losses  ■^ere  found  in  about  ha.lf  of  the  flocks  and 
in  one  case  near  Dilly  more  than  half  of  all  the  chickens  on  the 
place  had  been  lost,  Very  heavy  losses  from  the  fleas  mere  re- 
ported at  Alice  and  Peeville.  The  home  demons tra tion.  agent 
stated  th'^  t all  of  the  chickens  on  some  places  had  been  lost  and 
she  had  just  returned  from  a place  ^^here  the  chickens  ^’ere  liter- 
ally covered  '^ith  fleas  arh  dying  in  great  numbers.  One  pl^ce 
6 miiles  northeast  of  Alice  had  lost  a flock  of  200  to  300  hens 
and  all  of  the  young  chickens  and  the  dogs  and  cats  observed 
""ere  covered  mith  the  fleas  ang  one  dog  had  died.  Reports 
v-^ried  as  to  the  loss  in  the  county  from  25  to  75  per  cent,,  One 
man  ""'ho  appeared  to  be  conservative  and  pretty  vrell  acquainted 
v'ith  poultry  conditions  stated  that  most  of  the  young  chickens 
had  been  lost  and  probably  10  per  cent  of  the  old  stock  in  that 
section.  Pleas  were  found  north  to  San  Antonio  and  to  Uvalde 
at  most  places.  Tne  lieauv/y  losses  were  always  ’"here  general 
flocks  were  kept  on  ranches  and  run  in  barns  and  under  houses 
but  a considerable  number  of  fleas  vrere  found  on  some  a^ell-

ANTS  (Pormicidae) 

Ri  'W*  Harned  (May  29):  The  fire  ant,  Solenopsis  geminata, 
continues  to  be  as  great  a pest  as  ever  in  this  State*  During 
the  past  few  months  this  office  has  received  complaints  of 
the  ants  gnawing  into  strawberries,  getting  on  the  uniforms 
of-'hthletes  and  stinging  the  people  when  the  uniforms  were 
put  on,  entering  houses  and  stores,  and  causing  much  annoyance* 
Inspector  N,.  L*  Douglass,  G-renada.,  recently  sent  to  this 
office  specimens  of  the  odorous  house  ant,  Tapi noma  sessile 
Say, which  he  stated  were  causing  housekeepers  much  annoyance 
in  certain  areas  in  that  tOA/\Ti*  Recently  a florist  at  Booneville 
sent  to  us  some  ants  that  were  identified  by  Dr*  M,  R»  Smith  as 
‘ "Crsmaatogaster  laeviuscula  var.  clara  Mayr*  He  stated  that 
the  ants  were  eating  into  the  base  of  carnation  buds,  causing 
the  petals  to  fall  off*  Dr*  M*  R*  Smith  reports  that  he  re- 
cently found  ants  belonging  to  Camponotus  caryae  var*  decipiens 
V/lieeler  infesting  a house  in  Columbus^  The  housekeeper  stated 
that  the  ants  fed  on  syrup  and  were  most  numerous  in  the 
house  about  dusk*  A correspondent  at  Corinth  sent  in  specimens  of 
Prenolepis  sp*',  recently  with  the  rc^port  that  they  were  enter- 
ing a refrigerator  in  her  home*  This  species  seems  to  be  quite 
prevalent  throughout  the  State* 

SILVERF13H  (Lepisma  sac char ina  L* ) 

J^Davis  (May  26):  Silverfish  were  reported  annoying 
and  destructive  at  Lowell  and  LaPayette  during  the  past  month. 

PO'wDER  POST  BEETLES  (Lyctus  spp . )

ing damage  to  building  timbers  at  Crown  Point  and  to  shovel
